We must remember that, although the angels announced 


the coming of Christ to bring peace on earth, good will to 
nieu, Christ Himself: had a different conception ot His mis- 
sion. "Think not that. I am come to send peace on earth: I 
came not Co seod peace, hut, a sword." 
The Christ who 


uttered that tragic saying is the Christ whose birth we must 
tcis year celebrate. 


Christ foresaw that there could be no permanent peace 


on earih until it had been fought for and paid for. 
The 


angels had a heavenly vision of the glory sind the peace that 
should ultimately flow from Christ's coming; but they were 
angels and took no thought of time. Christ tho practical, 
no dreamer,, said sadly enough, "I came Dot to send peace, 
but a sword," 


So ions as there are powerful rulers and nations whose 


spirit add purpose are evil, whose spirit and purpose are 
opposed to the ultimate spirit and purpose ot Christ as ex-

The rulers who in war have perpetrated atrocities as un- 
speakable as any ever committed by Eulu or Sioux,

have strewed the seas with the bodies of women and of 
babes, who have torn young Rfrls from their homes 
find 


given them over to a bestial soldiery, who have ordered tho 
massacre of- civilians without regard to age or sex, woxild 
be satisfied with a world at peace only if It were a world 
enslaved. 


It is Christ Himself who, sword in hand, loads xhe 


Allied armies. His spirit—the spirit of compassion, pity, 
unselfishness and love—burns in the hearts of those troops 
that are holding back the Kaiser's hordes. Hatred is in 
their hearts, too—hatred of lie murderer, the ravisher, the 
despofler; hatred such as Christ Himself, who sent the 
swordT felt for the forces of wickedness. 
This Christmas, 


and every Christmas until those gigantic forces of wicked- 
ness are subdued, we mast consecrate to Christ, the sword 
bringer. 
So consecrating it, we shall receive from Him 


new strength to swing His sword. 


Even while the world is in the midst of war part of the 


angels' prophecy is betng fulfilled: "Good will toward men."

"WTien such an awaken- 
ing occurs, the world will not be disposed to prolong their 
punishment; It may even show a readiness to help a miser- 
able and misguided people upon the new path of prosperity 
and peace. Then will be the happiest Christmas in history, 
a Christmas when the sword of Christ is sheathed forever 
and the song of the angels rings true over all the earth.
